A VOICE FROM THE TOMBS 


In looking over the history of American politics one is 
startled to observe the bitter feeling shown by campaigners^ 
in the days following closely the war between the states.! 
The bloody shirt, so called, was the chief clan call of the 
partisans and in the daystaf Garfield and Blaine and Ingalls 
the bloody shirt was waved with ah insensate hatred that is 
hard to understand nowadays. At the south the other side of 
the question was invoked, and for a quarter of a century 
prejudice determined the result of every campaign. 
When James G. Blaine made the prediction that a day 
would come* when any candidate appealing to the prejudice 
developed by the war would find himself without a following 
that day was nearer than he dreamed. The bitter passion of 
the early sixties passed from the currents of polities and the 
bloody shirt became a memory. But recent occurrences have 
demonstrated that the prejudice of the sections has only 
been asleep and that it requires very little' encouragement to 
arouse that prejudice into a lively flame. 
Little attention was paid to the mid-campaign attack of 
Senator Lodge on “Wilson, the Virginian and McAdoo the 
Georgian” in 1918, even though the war was raging at the 
time and patriotism suggested the propriety of ignoring such 
sectional appeals. 
But the late demand of Senator Capper 
for the election of a republican administration to beat down 
the price of cotton can hardly be ignored. His threat against 
the leading industry of the south was hardly so puerile as 
his appeal to the prejudice against a section of the Union. 
That such an appeal should be made by an American senator 
and that its deliverance should win considerable applause is 
disquieting to real Americans. 
» 
But a bolder and more malicious appeal to such ignoble 
feeling was recently made in a campaign speech by Senator 
Watson of Indiana. His language is luminous: * 
“The south has been in the saddle for the last seven years, 
and the south is not competent to handle the affairs of this * 
nation. The south has robbed the north systematically under 
Woodrow Wilson. 
You people in the north pay the taxes and 
the south has got 
rich. You northern farmers had your wheat 
price fixed, while southern cotton made the southerners wealthy. 
If you want four more years of southern control, vote^ for Cox.” 
That a man can be found who will make such an appeal 
to sectional prejudice is unimportant. But when such an ap­ 
peal is popular and its expression is considered good political 
tactics its deliverance becomes most important. We who hoped 
so much for the unification of America by the sacrifices of 
the world war have reason for disappointment when such a 
speech is delivered by a senator and is warmly received and 
applauded. It is disappointing to learn that there is anywhere 
in America a community where an attack upon a section of 
the nation is considered a good political maneuvre.
